Toral says he will re- 
sist to the last extremity, but calls attpntion^tb the fact that 
his soldiers are short of provisions.

the history of the government to bo 
without a peace party to oppose war 
appropriations. 


•Tho closing of congress at 2 o'clock 


Friday afternoon was inspiring, as was 
Its action on wnr bills. Thero 
was 


opposition to 
adjournment 
in 
tho 


senate, but It subsided, Itnd thero wero 
political bickerings In tho house over 
unimportant measures, until the tlmo 
for adjournment came. 
Then thero 


•wero harmony and enthusiasm. 
Tho 


representatives sang "America" nnd 
"The Star-Spangled Banner," and they 
gave cheers for President 
McKlnley, 


fop the army and navy, for Speaker 
Heed, for Gen. Joo Wheeler, anil for a 
reunited country. 


President McKlnley and his cabinet 


appeared at the capital an hour be- 
fore the time for adjournment and the 
president signified 'his 
readiness, to 


•work with congress until the last min- 
ute. He took his place at the table in 
tho president's room and rapidly ex- 
amined and signed the bills as they 
were passed and laid before him. He 
remained until the senate adjourned. 


There was some expectation that tho 


president would nominate his commis- 
sioners to recommend legislation con- 
cerning the Hawaiian Islands, but ho 
did not send the names to the senate." 


President MeKlnley will not wait 


until the senate meets again to appoint 
his commissioners. He has about de- 
termined whom he will appoint, and 
he will name them at an early dliy, 
that they may visit Hawaii this sum- 
mer and be ready to report at tho 
meeting 
of 
congress In 
December. 


They will be recess appointments, and 
can be confirmed when the senate 
meets, either In extra session or In De- 
comber. The commissioners will prob- 
ably be Senators Cullom and Morgan 
and Representative Hltt. Those from 
Hawaii will bo President Dole and 
Chief Justice Judd, of Honolulu. 


The president also faled to appoint 


th« Canadian boundary commission 
nnd the commissioner-general to thq 
Paris exposition.

the navy, a new bankruptcy law—all 
these were features of the session. 


The total appropriations footed al- 


most JuCO.OOO.OOO, nnd upward of $3.r>0.- 
000,000 of this was for purely wnr pur- 
poses. It was tho largest aggregate by 
any session since the civil war. 


The declaration of war was passed 


by congress and approved April 25. 


One feature of the session was flio 


enactment of the war revenue law. Its 
framers expected It to produce I1HO,- 
000,000. Late In the session a general 
bankruptcy law was enacted, .provid- 
ing for voluntary and Involuntary 
bankruptcy. 


The Teller resolution declaration for 


payment of the national bonds In sil- 
ver as well as gold was passed by the 
senate by a vote of 47 to 32, but was 
defeated In tho house. Statehood bills 
for New Mexico. Arizona and Okla- 
homa were killed In committee. An 
immigration 1)111 requiring ability to 
read and write on tho part of those 
1C years old passed the senate, but did 
not reach a vote In the house. 


Tho free home amendment to tho In- 


dian appropriation bill, giving over 20,- 
000,000 acres of public lands ns free 
homes for settlers, was finally com- 
promised on a two years' extension ot 
payment for such lands.

CREASING THE SUPPLY. 


HOBSON TELLS HIS STORY. I SURVIVORS fN N'EW YORK. 


He Prniioien to Inrloin n Number of re- 


main IVrrnplim In Mute I'titinilii — The 
YIIUIIE tci 11« IlntcliKil Out From tliolieRs.

is tho tent of rho terrapin trado of tlio 
Chesapeake and tlio homo of State Fish 
Commissioner .Tniucs G. TIUVCH, who in 
preparing to put iu operation n plan for 
restoring tlio supply of tlio toothsome 
diamond back. Ho is confident that tlio 
•terrapin can bo propafjatod with enso 
and Enrpriuing cheapness, and that with 
tbo aid of the stnto tho supply may 
•easily bo maintained. Tho cntiso of tho 
Tapld dccliuu in tho qunutityof terrapin 
is considered by tlio unlives to bo duo 
to tbo destruction of tho terrapin eggs. 
These nro laid in high, sandy places, 
ami Bcores of people patrol tho gaudy 
leaches dally in tlio season in search of 
them. They carry thuin off to ho ontcu 
-as tablo hixuricH, just nH horiH 
1 eggs nro. 


They nro very rich and delicious. Com- 
missioner Tnwe.H proposes, if bo receives 
a sufficient appropriation to justify it, to 
iucloso n iinmher of females in n etnto 
pound orponudsand to hatch out young 
ones from tbo eggs. Terrapin begin lay 
ing about tho middle of May, and tho 
«ggs hatch in about UO days. 
Tho fu- 


jnnlo terrapin scratches a halo in tho 
eaud, deposits her eggs, from 1!! to 10, 
in it, oiid then covers them up ami al- 
lows tho heat of tho sun oil tho sand to 
Latch them. 


They nro not much bigger when 


hatched thau n man's thumb nail and oro 
an soft ns dough. They crawl around in 
n lively wny nml begin to hunt for their 
food, which consists of small Huh, crabs, 
eta Iu tho first Hammer thoy aro quite 
small, mid about Nov. 1 they go into 
their winter quarters. These consist of 
soft mud boles in tho marsh, or on tho 
bottom of 6omo stream. Hero thoy sleep 
until about tbo middle of April or Inter, 
And when they count out they aro about 
four inches iu breadth.' Tho iioxt year 
they have increased to six inches, uiid 
tho third to seven inches. Commission- 
er Tawcs thinks that there nro several 
varieties on tho coast, but that in sonio 
of tho southern states they have precise- 
ly tho samo variety ns in Maryland, tho 
only difference being that in this stato 
the period of hibernating ia longer thau 
it is further south.

How the Morrlmao Wai Sank lu th« 


Hnrliiir nt Snntlngo. 


New York, July 9.—A dlapntch to tlio 


Herald from off Santiago, Culm, says: 


Your correspondent saw Hobson af- 


tor he had made his report to Admiral 
Sampson and he consented to give a 
fuller Interview about his experiences. 
He npoke In glowing terms of the cour- 
age and bravery of his crew. 


"We have been thlrty-threo days In 


n Spanish prison," said Hobson, "and 
the moro I think about It the more mar- 
velous It seems thai we are alive. 


"U was about 3 o'clock In the morn- 


Ins when the Merrlmac entered tka 
narrow channel and steamed In under 
the guns of Morro castle. The still- 
ness of death prevailed. It wag so 
dark that wo could scarcely sec tho 
headland. We had planned to drop our 
starboard anchor nt n certain point to 
the right of tho channel, reverse our 
engines and then swing the Merrlmac 
around, sinking her directly across the 
Channel.' 


"This plan was adhered to, but cir- 


cumstances rendered Its execution Im- 
possible. When the Merrlmac poked her 
noso Into the channel our troubles com- 
menced. The deadly silence was brok- 
en by the wash of n small boat ap- 
proaching us from the shore. • I made 
her out to be a picket boat. 


"She ran close up under the stern of 


the Merrlmac and fired several ahots 
from what seemed to bo three-pounder 
guns. The Merrimac's rudder was car- 
ried away by this fire. This Is why the 
collier was not sunk across the chnn- 
nel. We did not discover the loss of tho 
ruddor until Murphy cast anchor. Wo 
then found that the Mcrrlmnc would 
not answer to the helm', and were com- 
pelled <o make the best of the situa- 
tion. 


"The run up the channel was very 


exciting. The picket boot had given 
the alarm and In a moment the guns of 
the Vlzcaya, tho Almlranto Oquenda 
and the shore batteries were turned up- 
on us. Submarine mines and torpedoes 
wero also exploded about us, adding 
to tho excitement. Tho mines did no 
damage, although we could hear rum- 
bllng and could feel the ship tremble.
